Washirigton, March 23.—=The hulk of the
ill-fated hattleship Maine, sunk in the
harbor of Havana, wiil be raised, so that
the remains of the sailor dead within the
wreck may he recovered, and so an ex-
amination may be made to determine the
manner in which the vessel was destroyed,
if the Senate dpproves a bill paseed b\.
the House today.

The remains of sailors recovered wiil
be interred in Arlington cemetery.

The mast of the Maine is to be erected
near the graves of the Maine dead.

For two hours Republicans and Demo-
crais spoke in favor of removing the
wreck from Havana harbor. As passed
by the House, the bill was changed in its
géneral terms to authorize the work under
the direction of th¢ engineer corps of the
army, with the consent of the republic of
Cuba.
